The proposed amendments to the independent claims removing the limitation for "upgrading the other components" and changing 
"conducting, within the service element, a remote diagnosis of the other components of the distributed system" to —allowing a remote 
testing and diagnosis of the other components of the distributed system to be carried out— is considered to be a new issue that would 
require additional search and/or consideration. 

Continuation of 11: 

In response to Applicant's argument that de Bellefuille does not teach a service device within the motor vehicle or error diagnosis of the 
other components, the Examiner asserts that the invention of Razavi already teaches a service element that is located within the vehicle 
that performs maintenance and updates of existing software of the other components when necessary. As such, de Bellefuille is only 
relied upon for modifying the service element of Razavi to explicitly perform an error diagnosis to check the software. 

The Examiner further maintains that it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to modify the invention of Razavi to 
explicitly include performing an error diagnosis to check the software in accordance with a predetermined value, as taught by de 
Bellefeuille, because the combination would have provided a corresponding method for performing the maintenance of Razavi as part of 
the software updates that would have improved the operation of Razavi by periodically checking the integrity of the software of the other 
components to prevent incorrect operation due to software errors (column 11, lines 12-25). 

In response to Applicant's argument that Buckley does not teach the diagnosis of software on other components, the Examiner maintains 
that Buckley discloses performing software checking based on data obtained from, inter alia, door sensors and radio setting devices and 
therefore does diagnosis the software on other components. 
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
